VETEBSHURG, Va., October 7.—Somo ni 
ago the republicans of this city held “ns 
vention to nominate two candidates for the 
leglislature from this city, one white and one 
colored, whieh they did! The nominees were 
Robert McCandish and W. H, Jordan, the 
latter a colored man formerly in the 
fervice of the United States internal revenue 
department here. The nomination of Jordan 
however, has given great dissatisfaction to 
meny of the colored voters, who declare they 
will not vote for him under any circumstances, 
as he is not popular with a majority of the 
voting class of colored people of Petersburg. 
At a meeting of the dissatisfied element heid 
ab week a committee was appointed to wait 
upon Senator Mahone to request him to ask 
the withdrawal of Jordan, but Senator Mea- 
hone did not seo them, his excuse being that 
he was feeling too unwell. Since then the 
com Willee hes sent the senator two communi- 
cations, but theonly reply that they have re- 
ceived from him bas been a verbal message 
through some of the Jordan faction, and heneoe 
the bolters feel that they have been grossly 
insulted hy the head of the repubiican party. 
Mehone’s reply was that Jordan had been 
nominated by the regular convention and he 
would not ask for his withdrawal. The bolters 
havé now determined, irrespective of Mahone 
oravy one else, to nominate a man of their 
own choice, and 2 wmeeiiug was calied 
to be held tonight for that purpose, but in 
consequence of some misunderstanding about 
the rental of the hall it was postponed until 
riday night, when a candidate will be nomi- 
nated. Ki. H. Cooley, a colored merchant, is 
the choice of the dissatistied element, which 
ig very strong, most of them being tobacco 
factory bands. It is believed that this dissat- 
isfaction among the bolters will be to the in- 
terest of the democratic party.

RF FORTS TO POSTPONB THE MOR

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The Assailauts of Reporter May Apply for a 
Chenge of Venue-Tactics of the UDoetense - 
The Texas Stege Robber Arrested —Ths 
Kock Springs Rioters Relscases. 


Jansex City, October ‘.—-lLesterday after- 
noon Henry |’ahdece complained that Henry 
Peter Nelson, had assaulted his wife, Eliza- 
beth Pahdee, Nelson, who is sixty two years 
old, was arrested today. He was accompanied 
by two well dressed young women, hig 
daughters. At the stationhouse Nelson took 
off his overeoat. 
neck, and his coat and trousers were dis- 
figured by red blotches. 

“Captain,” eaid Nelson, “that woman Pah- 
dee, Bs she calls herself, is my wife, and has 
committed bigamy. We lived together hap- 
Py ior many years, and had six children, 
our of whom are living and grown up. About 
eight years ago my youngest daughter, Dora- 
ihe, married Henry lahdee. My wife and I 
quarrelled a year ago and separated. I went 
totea andehe went to live with Doratha and 
ber husband. About eight months ago Dora- 
tha died. My wife continued to live 
with her son-in-law, Pahdee. A few 
days 2Z0 I heard they 
were married, and I threatened to make 
trouble forthem. My-wife sent for me, I 
ceme over yesterday to Vahdeo’s apartment. 
My wifewas alone. I asked her about the 
cecond marriage and she laughed in my face, 
seying: “I thought you were dead; we were 
separated anyhow.” I reproched her end told 
hershe had committed bigamy. Suddenly 
she picked up a bottle of vitrol and flung 
pert of its eontenis 
| ducked my head, — 
batsaved me from being blinded. Iran 
down stairs,and my wife, leaning over.tha 
banisters, poured the rest of the vitriol down 
over ny back. Then she flung the empty 
bottle after me: IL sufiered iutesely before I 
could reach my home and change my clothes. 
My back and arms ere about as bad as my 
neck,” : ; 

Nelson here exposed some frightful burns. 
The liquid had struck him on the left side of 
the neck and face, and had been poured over 
his shculdersand arms. Ina satchel he car- 
ried fragments of the underclothing he wore 
the day before... The garments had been eaten 
through by the acid in many places. 

The woman was arrested a3 she was leaving 
the saloon with a pitcher of beer. She didn't 
deny that she had thrown vitriol, butclaimed 
that she did it in self-defense. 

“He was about io assault me when | stopped 
bim,’’ saidshe. “I used what was left in the 
bottle as heran down the stsirs,as I was 
afreid he would return and beat me.” 

Nelson was sent to the hospital, where his 
injuries were pronounced serious. About an 
hour later Pahdee, who is 49 years old, ap- 
peared at police headquarters. He admitted 
he had married Mrs. Nélson, who told him 
the had obtained a limited divorcee from her 
husband. Pahdee was held upon the charge 
of being an accessory to bigamy and incest, 
ihe marrisge between son-in-law and mother- 
in-law being probibited by ‘state law.

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A Celebrated Sott-—Twenty Thousand Dol-

Wartrrioo, lowe, October 7.—The law case 
known as the Jones county calf case, has 
been concluded in the cily court, this city. It 
wes an action brought by Robert Johnson 
againet ©. V. Miller and six other defendants, 
for’$10,000, for malicious prosecution. Eleven 
earsarvo John Foreman, of Jone county, 
OWA, had four calves stolen, 
and about the sme time 
Rebert Johnson. a neighboring farmer, 
bought some calves for S, D. Potter, of Green 
county. Thesocalves proved to be the ones 
stolen from Foreman, Soon after Johnson 
was prosecuted by the anti- horse thief associ- 
aticn of Jones county for the theft of the 
calyes. Lie was tried twice and #oqnitted, 
end in 1877 brought suit against seven of the 
members of the asevciation for madivious 
prorecution, alleging that they did not 
bave probable cause fer commencing 
the action. ‘The case has been before courts 
ever since, and has been tried five times, and 
each time, except one, the plaintiff received a 
verdict ranging from $3,609 to Sy 700 ; bat each 
time the verdict hes been setaside, The jury 
today awarded $7,000. The costs, attorneys’ 
fees and expenses entailed upon all parties ty 
the litigation ia estimated over $20,000, and 
several prosperous ‘armers have been rendered 
bankrupt, while the calves im the lirst place 
were not worth $50.

-Raintrain! Eyery day for a week bas 
brovght us miserable, misty, windy weather, 
and I’ve got about two tons of peavine hay on 
the ground. Well, I have got a good lot in 
the barn that is all right and there is more to 
cut and so it is all right, I reckon—all right. 
“What can’t be cured must be endured,” and 
I know that hay can’t be cured. I have had 
it to take the rain for two days and dried out 
all right, but I don’t think it can stand a 
whole week. The cotton in the field is weep- 
ing and woddy and the ten- 
ants lean on the fence mournfully 
and lock at it between showers. There isro 
comfort outside the house and not much inside, 
tor the children are all restless, and every 
morning begin to whine around and say, 
‘Mama, what can we do?” or “Grandma, is it 
going torain all @ay today again?” And so 
we tell them to play keeping store awhile, and 
we lend them some dimes and nickles, and 
they fix up a store in the back room and go to 
trading. By and by they get tired 


of that and set up a school, 
and give out words to spell and 
every little while we hear the switch or the 
rule poppipg end a make believe yell, and 
scmetimes # sure enough one for Cari is the 
tescber and does love to whip. There are 
three jittle darkies on the place and they are 
in the. school too and get their share of pun- 
ishment.

They do like the little 
dsykies. These children are types of the two 
reces. One loves to command and the 
ctber to obey—one to govern and the other to 
be governed, and no laws that fools may pass 
cau change their rature.

It is 2a smart, pretty litile thing, 
but it is everlastingly in tha way, 
They call hima“laddie” ard have slready 
trained him torun the kittens vut of the house 
aud kei pthe chickens out of the piazza. But he 
will streteh himeelf on the hearth or get under 
the rocker and get his tail masbed, and if he 
is turned out ofthe room he cr.es unti! he gets 
back, andthe children a:e contiually playiag 
with him, and we can’t make them stop it, 
and oe sticks bis sharp teeth into their clothes 
and tears them, an’ carri s off bats and bon- 
nets and ecreps of work, aud all tais hasto be 
endured for the childrea’s s ke. It is the 
same old story of history repeating itself, We 
raised puppies when we were ch ldren and 
hed a good time, and now we muet pay 16 all 
back again. The world is living tor chil- 
drer, and happy are hose 
parents who make reesonable sacrifices, and 
are Bot cold and stately and exacting. What 
a cruel fear it ia for a little child to be perpet- 


know a maz, and a good man he is, too, but 
sed and serious, whotold me his youth was 
blighted with dread of punishment, and that 
bis gocd mother’s symwpetby was ail that kept 
him from desperation. 

This is a great year for sweet potatoes. Ths 
crop is more abundart than I ever knew it. 
W bat a pleasure it is to grabble them! I take 
the -chiieren with me when I go, and we all 
leok along the rows to [iN@ the big cracks I 
the grcund end the earth heaved up, and we 
see who can find the biggestone. i have to 
stop them short off when the basket is full,for 
they want just one more chance. ‘‘Pleaae, 
papa,” “do, please, grandpa, let me dig this 
ene. Gecod gracious, what a crack! I| just 
know there is a whalein this one.” Butthere 
1¢ one thing going on in my potato patch that 
| do pot like. The ground rats are 
cutting them from the vines and eating off 
the tops. They peel them first and leave 
their little chips all @round, Idon’t know 
apy remedy unless it is toset traps for them. 
The dof tries to catch them but the vines are 
so thick hecan’t. We don't bake potatoes 
like they used to. My wife slices them and 
cooks them with sugar and a little water and 
lets then brown on top and it makes a sweet 
and savory dish. 1 think I know how to keep 
potatoes now. The old way of banking up 
was pretty good but sometimes it 
failed. But when potatoes are put down in 
dry dustand given good drainage they are 
suretokeep. Thedustor dirt settles all in 
between them, and is anabsorbent of their 
sweat and of all dampness and keeps their 
teamperature uniform. Ihave tried it twice, 
and known others to tryit with sucoess. 
Sweet potatoes are a great blessing, and they 
bave nothad theirshareot praise. They 
should rank higher herethan Irish potatoes 
do at the north. They are meat and 
bread and medi¢ine to a poor 
man’s children, They can be cooked 
without stove or. pot or oven, ana 
eaten without a plate or knife and fork. They 
are gocd in pies or puddings, or around the 
carcass of a greasy posium. They are easy to 
raise. One of my tenants was scarce of slips 
last spring, and so he waited unt] the vines 
grew a foot or two andthen cut off a piece and 
planted them, and now those vines ere full of 
fine potatoes thet were not planted until the 
10th of July. I was told in Carolina last year 
that they banked up the old vines and kept 
them sll winter, and cut them up and 
planted them in the gpring. : 

The squirrels are barking at us now, and 
the partridges are frequent in the pea fields. 
My chaps worry meabout hunting, and they 
keep their maternal ancestor in a state of 
constant alerm. Fut there comes a time 
thet boys must ride a horseand have a gua, 
and there is noremedy but to caution and 
caution over and over again, and go with him 
and watch and tech and show him your 
great concern. It is a hard and 
responsible business to raise 2 
boy, and even with the best raisin 
he meets with actidents.

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JUDGE THURMAN IN POLITICS.

The great trunk 
lines of the north are about to put ratesona 
firm end payireg basis, and there is an appre- 
ciatiow iu the yalne of all active stocks. 
Wheat is twenty-five per cent above the 
lowest point of lest year. The price of iron 
is firm)y held, ard the mills are said to have 
ail the orders for steel rails they can fill. 
There is a inli inthe movement of dry goods, 
chiefly because the fall purchases have been 
made, but there is no evidence that the far- 
merseaend other consumers are-not buying 
gocds) Thereisa reatonable degree of ac- 
livity in other words, in nearly all branches 
of trade.

Jast week {rcm Europe, and still larger gold 
arrivals are expected. The New York banks 
ale .ncreesipg iheir loans, and their immense 
surp!us reserve is falling every week. It has 
Slreacy reached the level of last falh, and 
this of iteelf is sufficient evidence that the 
crops aye being moved, and that there is 
more eaciiyity in business. 


PHENOMENA OF TORNADOES. 

Lieutenant John P. Finley of the signal 
corps has devoted a great dea! of time during 
the past eight yearsto the study of torna- 
does, aud the conditions from which they 
spring; and he feels warranted now in de- 
ecribing their characteristics. In the first 
place, he eays, a tornado is not a hurricane, a 
blizzard,a cyclone or a northeaster. It 
should not ba confounded with any of 
these forms of dangerous wind, for it does 
not resemble them. The track ofa tornado 
is never over a few hundred yards wide, and 
the force is generally expended in a course 
of forty or fifty miles,although some have tra- 
versed a Gistance of 180 miles. The chief pe- 
culiarity of an Amerioan tornao is, however, 
their rotery motion, which is greatest to- 
ward the centre, sometimes reaching 
the enormous rate of twa _ thou- 
sand miles an hour, while their 
forwerd movement, always from southwest 
to rortheaset, ordinarily does not exceed forty 
orfity miler. Theyare usually accompa- 
pied by electrical disturbances, and are be- 
lieved to be uninfinenced by electrical con- 
ditions, though violent thunder storms some- 
times follow thema few miles away. There 
is a distinct and curious relationship between 
the tornado and the general storm center 
whichisalwajsapparentin their uniform 
relative positions; the tornado always occur- 
ring southeastwardiy from the center of the 
low berometric pressure, and at a distance 
from one to six hundred miles. The shape 
of the gereral storm center, the direction in 
which its longest diameter lies, and the ap- 
pearsncee of the upperand lower clouds en- 
ter as minor elements into the problem out 
of which the weather experts hope to work 

a ccmplete system of tornado warnings. 
The visits of the tornalo ere com- 
mcniy between the hours of 2 
end 6 o’clock in the afternoon. Its 
bome is an area which inc!udes the whole of 
Iowa,all of Missouri,except the southeastern 
corner, the northwestern corner of Arkansas, 
the northeastern part of Indian territory, 
eas'ern Kansar, eastern Nebraska, southern 
Minnesota, southern Wisconsip, and western 
lilinois. Here its season exteads from April 
to Augus’,i1 clusive.It is a frequent visitor to 
twoor three regions. Oce is a strip along the 
gulf and south Atlantic which takes in the 
central portion of Alabama, Georgia and 
South Cerolinea, with termini in Mississippi 


, end North Carolina, over which its devasta- 


tions are confined to the months of January, 
Februsry and March. The other includes a 
portion of scuthern and central Ohio, a large 
part of Pennsylvania, a small area in Mary- 
land, a strp across New York, and a corner 
each of Maseachusetts and Connecticut. 
where it is sentorable only during the months 
of August and September. 


Lieutenant Finley avoids at presenta dis- | 


cursion of the more scientific questions con- 
nected with the dread visitors, and gives his 
attention tothe more practical questions as 
to when and where they are likely to appear. 
As to these points he builds no theory, but 
he is engaged in making a map that will show 
just wbat bas occurred, and thus leave all 
concerned to judge of localities for them- 
selves. In addition to this he proposes to 
send warnings to a!] threatened localities of 
a porsibility ofAhe approach ofa tornado. 
The pretence of hot aud cold currents of air 
end other wellknown phenomena fre to be 
clocely watched and studied,and whenever a 
lccaliiy is in danger warning is to be sentas 
lopg in’ advance as may be possible, Tie 
percentage of verification last year was very 
large, and Lieutenant Finley isconfident it 
will be still larger this year. Neither the 
government bporthe ingenuity of man can 
stay the disastrous whirl of the tornado, but 
if all indanger are given time to seek their 
éng-outs, the disastrous storms will not be 
regarded with scfmuch horror. The signal 
corps will be serving the people very accept- 
ably if it gives Lieutenant Finley and his co- 
workers full scope and all poss ble help in 
their important and valuable work.

The cause 
of his retirement from active life was disappolat- 
mentin alove affair, He was wealthy, but pre 
ferred to live in a little hut surrounded by a 
board fence ten feet high. Here he lived{for a 
quarter of a century, never going out 
save occasionally late at night for an hour.

All goods were 
ordered by mail. Investments and business opera 
tions were conducted by letter.

epistle to the church from Presidents Taylor 
gud Cannon, of the first presidency, was read. 
Referring to the present condition of affairs, 
ip relation to the polygamy trials, it says: 


“ayowal is openly made that the Edmunds law 
wes ExPIceey desigucd for the destruction of the 
principic of Mormon religion. All prosetutions 
gecouaucted in this spirit. No more criminal, 
however guilty, 80 far has been punished. Under 
acts of the greatest depravity, committed by 
pop Moimou, and easily reached, receive scarcely 

gsivg notice, while all Mormons, but one, 

sought before tbe courts have been convicted, 

arecent ruling of the courts is most extraordi« 
pary, allowing, 88 it does, sm indictment for each 
weex or each day lived in unlawful cohabitation 
ggeinst persons accused. This means possibie lifg 
jpprisopment and enormous fines for each indis 
sidual, where, as the law specifies, only six 
months’ imprisopment and $500 fine. - Time has 
revealed that the FKdmunds law was not euacted 
jp the interest of morality, but aimed directly 
ggainet religious liberty and for purposes of per- 
secution.

The epistlé refers to the appeal made to

It repudiates the peer idea that plural! 
marriage is preached outside the Mormon 
community, unless in compulsory defense of 
the principle.

, &mong the complaints which caused th 
introduction of the bill in the legislature ro 
require the prepayment of costs indivorce suits 
tome of the most effective came trom Fulton 
county. The bill was intended as a check 
2 ae jem into the court for 

irresponsible parties for frivolo 
rage which have Sion fo frequent of 
68 in the Georgia coyris. Nine-tenths of 
ese suits come from negroes, who frequently 
allege no better reason for seeking to dissolve 
tke matrimonial contract than that he or she 
is tired of their partner in 
ite oke. Some of the statements 
made in the debate in the house, which sum- 
marily tabled the bill are not borne out by the 
facts in Fulton county. Pathetic speeches 
‘Were made about protecting the righta of 
penniless women, who seek to get rid of 
worthless husbands. it turns out 
that the husband is almost, if not quite, as 
frequent a plaintiff as the wife under the pres- 
ent system, In the fall term of Fulton supe- 
rior court last year there were thirty-six 
divorce cases tried. tn fifteen. or nearly half 
of these, husbands sought the divorce. 
Thirty of the suits were by negroes, 
and = in only one out of the 
thirteen were the costs paid. There are 
thirty-six divorce suits now pending in Ful- 
ton superior court. Thirty of them are en- 
tered by negroes, and in a arge proportion of 
them the husbands are the complainants. It 
hss been noised abroad that it costs nothing to 
geta divorce exceptfa lawyer’s fee, which is 
often a very smell amount and irresponsi le 
and cranky euitersrush into the disreputable 
business. Among respectable people divorce 
cates sré singularly rarein the south. They 
would not be s0 common among the ignorant 
and degraded but for the liberty allowed to 
those clasees of using the machinery of the 
courts without peying anything.

ATLANTA MEDICAL COLLEGE, 


Opening of the Above College—Ada 
Dr. J. D. Mitles. en 


The twenty-eighth annual session of this 
Well known institution began yesterday under 
most favorable auspices, 


At eleven o’clock the students and the fac- 
ulty assembled in the lecture room, where the 


introductory lecture was delivered by Dr. J 
D. Wilson, the newly elected professor of 
chemistry. This address was most interesting 
and instructive throughout, and wag listened 
to with wrapt attention. 

He said that while other ages had excelled 
in literature, the complexion of our age was es - 
pecially ecientific. Our literary work was very 
mediocre, but the age would lay claim to dis- 
tinction as the one in which the scientific 
spirit had become contagious so that all sub- 
jects were handled after this method. This 
state of affairs had wrought many fundamen. 
tal changes in the world of thought. It had 
changed from their very foundation some 
of the stend points and land marks in ques- 
tions of vast import to all the thinking sons of 
men. The change he wished specially to 
ito of was the demand which the new 
ciass Of thimfkers sre making in the direction 
of education, They say the classical system 
is full of sham and pretenee; that it is a 
crippling inheritance derived from our tathers 
and they call upon us to emanc' 
pete ourselves. He then 
to show how in the vast 
majority of cases in actual practice the system 
was a failure so far as literary culture was con- 
cerned, and said we should not found our Sys- 
tem on what the exceptional scholar could do, 
fcrgetting the ninety and nine. He spoke in 
favor of giving the sciences—-that is, the close 
and cereful observation of nature and her 
methods, a predominating place in the early 
education of a child, so that habits 
of observation, analysis and rea- 
fon might be engendered. It was all im- 
portent that the child should have impressed 
upon it the necessity, the inevitableness of the 
laws under which we do all our work in the 
world. He closed with a few personal remarks 
to the students and gave them as a motto in 
the beginning of their work theee words of 
Confucius: ‘What we know to know that we 
know it; what we do not know to know that 
we do not know it, this is knowledge.” 

The address was a gem in thcught and lan- 
guage. Thecollege is to be congratulated 
upon baving received Dr. Wilson to fill the 
chair of chemistry. : 

The Atlanta medical college ranks second to 
none, and its rapid growth is deserved. 

The opening yesterday was encouraging to 
the faculty an the iends 
of . the institution. More than 
sixty-five young gentlemen entered, and 
there are others who will be here today. 
The class will be larger than for several years 
past. No college furnishes better advantages 
for the medical students. Every department 
is complete.
